In a Letter to a Friend. 


Loving Friend, 


N my laft I acquainted you that bne Thorp 
at the Afitre-lnm 10 Oxon, was taken up 
for ſaying theſe word:, That be b»ped by 
Chriſtmas «ay to ſee Oxon laid in - ſhes, 

and that if it lay in bis power be would waſh bis 

bands in the Earl of Abbingtor*s bloody or words 
to that effet : And now ] ſi.) let you know 
that the Mayor took Bail one K:mber,and one 

Harding, two Papiſts 3 when the Rabbie knew 

who was his Ba1l, there roſe abcut three hundred 

all wich Clubs and Stavee, crying our, No Popery; 
and then went to all the Papiſts houſes 1n the 

\ Town, and broke their windows, but eſpecially 

Thorps, and his two Bail : That nighr theſe three 

went to Londen, and it's thought, to make com- 

plaint, 

Yeſterday being Wedneſc/ay, the 5rh of De- 
eemb:r, there came in 2bcur cghry Horſe, ſtout 
Mer,, well Armed, commenced by Captain 
Winch and Caprain Flyer, gowg, as "tis reported, 
Into the Weſt, but Lodged at the Arget Inyinat 
night, who came cut of Herefordſhire. 

About four cf the Clock in the Afternoon 
came in mr Lord Lowzlace,with about five hun- 
dren Horſe, the greateit part Gentlemen, and at 
the Eaſt-gate there me: him the Mayor ard his 
Brerbren all in their Formalities 5 the R-corder 
made a Spcech to him,and marched up the Street 
in order as thus : 

Firſt went my Lord's Sumpter Horſes at a 
pood diſtance; then went rne Mayor with the 
Mace, and his Brethren all a-for r, juſt before 
my Lord, and next co his Lordſh.p tnere were 
four Pcieits or Jeſuits, wiich he brought from 
Glouceſter. all pinioned, and the reſt rode ;:: or- 
der fix a-br-aſt up tomy Lord's Quarters, wr::ch 
was ihe Crcs-Imm, with a. multitude of Specta- 
tors; but about Fighrorthe Clock at might rhere 
' came News that at a pl2ce called Berz/cr, and at 
Wallingford there was: abour 1509 Dragoons, 
and beth places nor above ten Miles from Oxon ; 


fo the Mayor raiſed all the Trained-Bands that - 


live in this place, but I ſuppoſe it was by order 
of my Lord, and fo ordered about twenty rg 
be upon Magdalen Bridge, and blockt up the 
ſaid Bridge with Waggons and Carts ; and it is 
reported, this day being Thurſday, they will pull 
up part of the Bridge. "That night they pulled 
up « B.10ge called Ofney, likewiſe kept a mighty 
{t.ong Guard all the night, bur all was in ſafety 
4s Yer. 

This day being F#iday, about two of the 
Ciock 1n the night the Trumpets ſounded, and 
there was cryeI, Arms, Arms ; my Lord Riding 
up and down the Streer, encouraged all pco- 
pie to Arms, wirch I think there ccuid not 
be leſs in number i!;n four hundred Musketeers, 
and abour thie=- hugdred of rhe Rabble with 
Clubs and Srzves, 

Ac the ſame ime 42agulen Bridge was bro- 
ken down, and b:{ides, rie Waggons and Carts 
Rill rem:n upon the Bridge, and about ten in 
the c.ormng my Lord c:'miſſed all the Foot, to 
be ready ar the bear cf Drum. 

I ſhould have told you that upon Thurſday 
the Prince cf Orange's Manifeſto was proclair -d 
at Carfax iy one Mr, Mordant, my Lord 74or- 
damt's Brother. | 

This day being Saturday, Counſllor Pudſey 
brought into this place about twenty Men with 
Horſe and Arms,and in the Afternoon there came 
in thirry Gentlemen with their Sumpter Horſes, 
ſuppoſcd ro ceme frem the Prince, bur I cannot 
learn wao they are : And in the Afternoon the 
Lord Lovelace cauſed the Horſe and Foot to be 
drawn up, and the forefaid Mr, Mordant pro- 
claimed ano: her Dccl:ration, for all Papiſts to lay 
down their Arm+, and the like. 

This day being Sunday, the 9th of December, 
wothing —_— as jet ; but Iam willing
